Washington. 
Oct. 
23.— New 
England doesn’t look natural this 
year. It looks more like 1916 than 
1928. 
Territory hitherto strong­ 
ly Republican presents debatable 
aspect. 
And it is conceded that 
the Republican majorities of 1924 
and 1920 will be materially cut 
down. 
Why should the trend be so dif­ 
ferent this time? 
There are many 
factors, principally the change in 
group voting. 
One of the strong­ 
est groups affecting not only Mas­ 
sachusetts, New Hampshire and 
Vermont but also Rhode 
Island 
and Connecticut, is 
the 
French- 
Canadian colony. 
The m anufacturing 
cities 
of 
New England, 
particularly 
the 
textile towns, have become 
the 
abiding 
place 
of 
swarms 
of 
French-Canadians from the prov­ 
ince of Quebec. 
They are Catho­ 
lics and 
from 
that 
viewpoint 
might be expected to lean strong­ 
ly toward Gov. Smith but there is 
another reason even more influen­ 
tial— the 
French-Canadian 
has 
been more earnestly opposed to 
prohibition 
than 
any 
racial 
groups. 
And th a t’s 
Baying 
a 
great deal when it is considered 
that New England has Its share of 
Italians, Germans, Irish and oth- 
A;r nationalities. 
\ 
Mostly Republicans. 
\ \ l W of these 
French 
Cana­ 
dians 
have 
been 
Republicans. 
Thousands of them have this year 
proclaimed their support of Gov. 
Smith, 
The defection is by 
no 
means unanimous in fact leaders 
can be found on the Republican 
Hide who insist that the desertions 
are negligible in number. 
Rhode 
Island probably will be less af­ 
fected by the 
French 
turnover 
than any other state. 
For 
in 
Rhode Island, the French Catho­ 
lics have actually controlled 
the 
Republican party to tho extent of 
sharing in im portant positions in 
the state and councils of the or­ 
ganization. 
Also Rhode Island 
has some factional fighting inside 
the Catholic church. 
But in the 
other 
states 
the 
French Canadians will 
play 
a 
prominent part in cutting down 
Republican majorities. 
Indeed it 
is a strange looking Now England 
which shows signs of a close vote 
in Massachusetts and Rhode Isl­ 
and with a 
narrow 
Republican 
margin in New 
Hampshire. 
It 
win be recalled that New Hamp­ 
shire surprised everybody in 1916 
with its Democratic tido. 
Maine, of course, has already 
registered its Republican 
senti­ 
ment overwhelmingly 
and 
Ver­ 
mont is preponderantly Republi­ 
can but the Democratic vote in all 
states except Maine will be larg­ 
er than 1924 and the Republican 
load will be reduced. 
The Demo­ 
crats have had 
some 
optimism 
^ o u t Connecticut because of its 
industrial areas, yet the Republi­ 
can plurality there would seem to 
be too large to overcome. 
Massachusetts lhtzzle. 
Massachusetts is a puzzle. 
On 
Its face it would appear 
to 
be 
Democratic because David Walsh, 
Democrat, and Catholic, has car­ 
ried the state twice in his race 
for United States senate. 
Organ­ 
ization troubles inside the Demo­ 
cratic party, particularly In Bos­ 
ton, have always caused trouble 
and 
prevented 
the 
Democrats 
from putting their maximum en­ 
ergies into the battle. 
This time 
Senator W alsh was compelled to 
make himself party dictator or 
the chances of the 
party 
would 
have been upset. 
Yet in accept­ 
ing the responsibility he alienat­ 
ed some of the ambitious leaders. 
While on the surface the difficul­ 
ties have been patched up, knives 
are barely concealed in 
Boston 
and other cities. 
The Republican hope of carry­ 
ing Massachusetts is 
that 
the 
towns will cast an enormous vote 
for Hoover and that the Demo­ 
crats will not do better than an 
even break in the cities. 
The 
converse of this is that the Demo­ 
crats will cut down the Republi­ 
can lead in the towns and will 
have heavy majorities in the cit­ 
ies— and this will be the outcome 
unless 
the 
stay-at-home 
vote 
comes to the polls. 
This latter 
strength Is usually Republican. It 
may be sufficient 
to 
overcome 
k rench-Canadian defections 
and 
the heavy city vote of the other 
racial groups.

His visit with

lasted for an hour and a half and

the White House hp said th at he 
with the chief executive but de­ 
clined to reveal what had been 
the nature of 
their 
conversa­ 
tion. 
A 
smile 
on 
Hoover’s 
face 
brought the rem ark from a cor­ 
respondent th a t he ’’seemed hap­ 
py.” 
Trip was Different 
“ I have no reason to be other­ 
wise,” the candidate replied. 
He said th a t he had not yet 
determined what would be 
the 
subject of the speech 
he 
will 
make on his westward trip but 
that it probably would be deliver­ 
ed in St. Louis. 
Hoover 
reached 
W ashington 
early today 
from 
New 
York 
last night in Madison Square Gar­ 
den he was given a tumultous re­ 
ception as he appeared to 
de­ 
liver the last speech of his east­ 
ern campaign. 
This swing Into

ground of Governor Smith differ­ 
ed in many respects 
from 
his 
previous trips to Newark, 
Eliza­ 
bethton. and Boston. Instead of 
the parades which on those trips 
kept him continually on the move

He told of sus­ 
picious looking Orientals he had 
seen watching them in Glasgow 
and Edinburgh 
and

Grange, a watering place. 
University Students 
The hearing was adjourned un­ 
til tomorrow. 
Chunk YI Miao and Wa! 
Che­ 
ung Miao were married in New 
York May 12 last. 
The Chinese 
consul 
general 
attended 
the 
wedding as well as a number^ of 
persons well

York society. Both the bride and 
bridegroom had been students at 
Columbia University. 
When the young woman’s body

George Barr ^fcCutcheon, author 
of the Graustark books and many 
other novels and short 
stories, 
dropped dead today

He had ben seated at a table 
at the weekly luncheon of

Dutch treat club 
in 
the 
hotel 
Martinque with 
Loren 
Palmer, 
A rthur Train, Thomas L. Masson 
and Robert Dickey. 
W hen des­ 
sert was served he rose and made 
his way to a washroom where he 
collapsed. The hotel doctor pro­ 
nounced him dead. 
Begining 
his 
publication 
of 
novels with the turn of the cen­ 
tury the author stadfastly 
main­ 
tained the highly romantic m an­ 
ner of writing with 
which 
he 
started his career with 
"Grau- 
stark,” the realistic school of lit­ 
erature having no effect on him. 
He had a host of admirers and 
his pen was as prolific as ever 
when death called a halt, his last 
book 
having 
been 
published 
only a few weeks ago 
and 
an­ 
other one being 
already 
under 
way. 
Started aa Reporter 
McCutcheon wag born in Tip­ 
pecanoe 
County, 
Indiana, 
In 
1866, and was 
graduated 
from 
Purdue university. He 
seems 
to 
hare sad some doubt in his youth 
as to w hat profession he 
would 
choose, for he was an actor for 
a little time and again he 
ran 
away with a circus. 
But Id 1889 he became a re­ 
porter on the LnFoyette 
(Ind.) 
Morning Journal, and from 
that 
moment writing became his 
ca­ 
reer. From the Journal he 
went 
to the L aFgrette Daily 
Courier, 
becoming t«*t paper’s city editor 
in 1893. 
He remained in th at 
position 
for several years, finding 
time 
to write his first novel, which he 
called “ Pootoos Gods” but which 
was published in 1905 under the 
title "N edra.” 
His first published novel was 
’’G raustark” 
in 
1901 
and 
in 
what he then believed to be 
a 
burst of business acumen he sold 
that outright for $500. Just how 
much the publisher made by that 
arrangem ent 
has 
never 
been 
made public. 
After that McCutcheon 
wrote 
steadily and for the next quarter 
of a century no year passed with­ 
out a new book from his pen, and 
in many years there 
were 
two. 
There was a whole 
group 
of 
Graustark hooks, all of which had 
a wide vogue, and 
among 
the 
others “ Brewster’s Millions” was 
perhaps as popular as any. 
McCutcheon had 
recently 
re­ 
turned from a vacation in 
the 
south and had seemd well to his 
publishers and the many friends 
with whom he came in 
contact. 
He is survived 
by 
his 
widow, 
whom he married in 1904, 
and 
his brother John, cartoonist.

American politics after 1896 re­ 
mained wholly 
one-sided 
until 
1912. 
Increased gold production 
in Alaska and 
elsewhere 
solved 
the money question, the 
victor­ 
ious war with 
Spain 
bolstered 
the Republicans, 
and prosperity 
satisfied the people with Repub­ 
lican rule. 
McKinley was easily 
re-elected over Bryan 
In 
1900, 
and Roosevelt won 
by 
a wider 
margin from Parker in 1904. 
An 
interesting episode of that 
year 
waB P arker’s dramatic telegram to 
the Democratic convention, declar­ 
ing that he was for the gold stand­ 
ard and would accept no nomin­ 
ation if the platform advocated 
another currency change. 
The Bryanites 
sulked through 
the campaign. 
They again nom­ 
inated the silver-tongued orator 
•n 1908, but he made only scat­ 
tering gains in opposing William 


Howard Taft. Three times a badly 
beaten candidate, Bryan contin­ 
ued for thirty y e a rs.to dominate 
his party, and to withhold support 
from candidates who lacked his 
personal approval. 
His 
follow­ 
ers at the same time violently 
denounced the Tammany Society 
politicians In New 
York, 
whom 
they charged with failure to sup­ 
port the candidate they disliked. 
Roosevelt Withdraws. 
Roosevelt had served more than 
three years of the second term to 
which McKinley was elected, suc­ 
ceeding upon the assassination of 
the latter in 
I ‘JO I. 
In 
1904, 
when elected in his 
own 
name, 
Roosevelt had declared that he 
would consider that as his second 
term as President, and would not 
accept reelection in 1908, as be 
would consider that equivalent to 
seeking a third term. 
Later he is 
said to have declared that he wish­ 
ed he had bitten out his tongue 
before he made that 
statement. 
In 1908 he dictated the nomina­ 


tion of his friend and W ar Sec­ 
retary, Taft, but early in the Taft 
term the popular ex-President be­ 
came highly critical of the pro­ 
gress of the administration. 
As events developed a lack of 
popularity for the new Republican 
tariff bill and other acts of the 
party, Roosevelt failed to support 
ills friend, and a split 
in 
party 
ranks developed with tile insur­ 
gents crying for a renomination 
of Roosevelt In 1912. ’ 
He had 
been in Africa on a 
big 
game 
hunt, stopped to visit Europe on 
his return, and everywhere receiv­ 
ed far more attention and acclaim 
than was accorded President Taft. 
After a trium phant return. Roos­ 
evelt for weeks kept silent about 
being a candidate, and when he 
finally announced “ My hat is in 
the ring,” the party wau complete­ 
ly divided.

Washington, Oct. S—(ZP)—Renew­ 
ed efforts of the government “to 
enforce strictly and impartially the 
prohibition and anti-narcotic laws’’ 
were "welcomed” today 
by 
the 
house of bishops of the Episcopal 
church in convention here, who 
called on the people of the church 
"to set a good example of that 
obedience to law without which no 
democracy can endure.” 
The action is a reaffirmation of 
the stand of the 1925 convention, 
and was taken after a report was 
read from the committee on social 
service which held that no reitera­ 
tion was necessary as both houses 
had spoken on lawlessness at that 
time. 
Before a vote was taken on the 
resolution, introduced 
by 
Bishop 
John Ward, of Erie, Pa., Coadjutor 
Bishop William Green of Missis­ 
sippi introduced 
an 
amendment 
urging “that the bishops, clergy, 
vestrymen and lay people them 
selves set the example of ohed! 
ence to the law,” which he later 
withdrew 
after opposition 
from 
Bishop Thomas F. Gailor of Ten­ 
nessee, and others. 
“I am a Democrat,” the Tennes­ 
see prelate said, objecting to the 
amendment on the ground that it 
passed it would constitute cam­ 
paign m aterial for the Republican 
party. 
Amendment Is Necessary. 
Bishop William T. Manning, of 
New York, countered 
with 
the 
statement that both parties were 
pledged to the enforcement of the 
law, and said that if the house fail­ 
ed to pass the amendment it would 
place the church in a position of 
shying away from a moral issue. 
He added that lf the amendment 
were rejected It would furnish capi­ 
tal for organizations such as the 
Church Temperance society. This 
group, which recently published re­ 
sults of a poll tending to show that 
the Episcopal clergy were opposed 
to the prohibition act, was stamped

tions which nam e our Presidents. 
In some states party conventions 
choose them , in others party com­ 
m ittees do it, and in some cases a 
m ere four or five leaders, acting as 
an evecutive com m ittee or under 
some other 
guide, 
m ake 
the 
choice. 
Often no law covers the 
make-up of these selecting groups. 
Progressive Party Formed. 
At the Chicago convention in 
1912 it was hard to 
tell 
which 
group of Republicans from many 
states had th e best right to be 
considered representatives of the 
party 
voter*. 
The 
controlling 
leaders selected th e T aft groups 
in each case. T aft was renom inat­ 
ed, and th e Roosevelt men cried 
that it w as a fraud. 
They called 
a convention of th eir own, and a 
few weeks la te r in th e same city 
formed th e Progressive P arty and 
nom inated Roosevelt. 
The cham ­ 
pion selected th e bull moose as 
the party emblem, and “ Onward 
C hristian Soldiers” as his cam ­ 
paign hymn. Republicans 
every­ 
where began bolting their party 
L 'n support the colorful, aggressive 
S.?f,ider. 
M e a n w h i l e the Democrats 
had 
been through plenty of grief with 
the nom inating 
system. 
Champ 
Clark of Missouri, Speaker of the 
House, had won a m ajority of the 
delegates at Baltim ore, but could 
not secure the tw o-thirds needed 
to nom inate. 
W oodrow 
W ilson 
was the next strongest candidate, 
and Bryan, after long jockeying, 
Raid to have been due to his own 
hope for another chance, defied 
the instructions of his party in 
N ebraska, which had made bim a 
delegate, and swung to W ilson. 
His excuse was th at Clark had 
the Tam m any support, and

Another question arose because 
of the varied m ethods of the states 
in nom inating presidential elect­ 
ors. 
In North D akota

sas the Republican 
electors had 
been named by state conventions 
prior to the national conventions. 
After the Republican 
split they 
announced they w'ere for Roose­ 
velt, thus delivering

nam e over to the Progressives. To 
place a Taft ticket of electors in 
the field in those states involved 
finding a new party

Most of 
these difficulties were settled by 
nam ing electors through petitions,

candidates. 
This lessened, w ith­ 
out elim inating, opportunities for 
juggling with southern Republi­ 
can delegations. 
The Democrats also considered 
abolishing their tw o-thirds rule, 
but nothing has been done about 
it, and two conventions alm ost as 
bitter as that of B altim ore have 
since tended to disrupt the party 
ranks. 
Not W holly Successful. 
The innovations had not been 
wholly 
successful. 
Presidential 
prim aries have been the reason 
for long cam paigns and greater 
campaign expenditures, and poli­ 
tical m anipulation has not been 
wholly removed 
by any means. 
Electoral laws rem ain the work of 
parties in power in the states, and 
lean to their advantage against 
any independent form 
of action. 
Reform ers continue to clam or for 
some of the changes advocated by 
the Roosevelt followers in 1912. 
The net result of th a t campaign 
was to give the Dem ocrats eight 
years of power during

Closing quotations on w heat were Arm, 
3-4 to I l-8c net higher, w ith com vary­ 
ing from 1 jC decline to an equal advance, 
oats a shade to V4C UP> and provisions u n ­ 
changed to a rise of 12c. 
Helping to lift the price of wheat today 
were reports current th at Russia would 
probably enter the world m arket as a buy­ 
er of wheat owing to crop shortage in the 
region of the Black Sea. 
Favorable w eather prevailing throughout 
the com belt, with a forecast of additional 
improvement in the shai>e of lower tem ­ 
peratu re; gave an advantage at tim es to 
corn bears. 
Moreover, the movement of 
new corn showed some increase, and the 
grading was reported high for this time 
of the year. 
N orth American supplies of 
corn at present, however, were figured as 
less than 2,600.000 bushels, compared with 
nearly 20.000,000 bushels one year hack. 
Oats trade consisted mostly of buying of 
Decemlier and selling of May.
